Recent Donations 


The NSL has received sev¬ 
eral significant donations this 
spring: 

Bridlespur Hunt diary - 
Thanks to the generosity of 
NSL Vice Chair Jacqueline B. 

Mars, the NSL has acquired a 
handsome and historic hunt 
diary of the Bridlespur Hunt, 

St. Louis, Missouri. The diary 
dates from 1928 to 1933. The 
hunt was established in 1927 
and recognized by the MFHA 
in 1929. The senior master of 
the hunt was August A. Busch 
Jr., who joined the family firm 
of Anheuser-Busch in 1922. 

Following the death of his father in 1947, the writer of 
this diary expanded the company from a local to a na¬ 
tional brewery to a national icon. He also introduced 
the renowned Clydesdales and Anheuser-Busch wagon 
as the company signature. (August Busch Jr. is the 
great-grandson of Adolphus Busch who established 
Anheuser-Busch in 1864.) 

The diary has meeting minutes of the hunt from its 
founding, fixture cards dating from 1927, programs for 
the Bridlespur Hunt Club Race Meeting, and some 20 
tipped-in photographs. August Busch is identifiable in 
the above photo galloping in the lead of the field. The 
diary is in the form of a loose-leaf binder, leather bound 
with thick boards; the pages are typed and hand signed. 

Wesley Dennis books and scrapbooks - Sue 

Dennis, widow of Wesley Dennis's son, Morgan, has 
donated 13 books illustrated by Wesley and three sub¬ 
stantial scrapbooks which document his life and career. 
Best known for his illustrations in Marguerite Henry's 
books, such as Misty of Chincoteague and Justin Morgan 
Had a Horse, he began his career as an advertisement il¬ 
lustrator for the Boston Globe. Later when his career 
turned to illustrating children's books, he and his fam¬ 
ily relocated to Warrenton, Virginia. 

Visitors to the exhibit of Dennis's art and books held at 
the NSL in 2001 will recall perusing these precious 
scrapbooks which were started by his wife, Dorothy. 
News clippings, illustrated advertisements, cards, book 
jackets and photographs are included. A lot of impor¬ 
tant material is here for an author to research Dennis's 
biography. 

Middleburg Spring Races archive - Paul Fout, pres¬ 
ident, and Sheila Sisk, secretary, of the Middleburg 
Spring Race Association, donated the archives of the as¬ 
sociation. Included are programs, photo albums, race 
videos, audio tapes and race ephemera. 

Book collection - Judy Richter, well-known teacher 

and judge in the hunter ring from Bedford, N.Y., do¬ 
nated 30 books from her collection dating from 1930 to 
2003, many signed by the author. 


Serials and pamphlets - 

Helen Wiley, of Middleburg, 
donated her collection of 
Upperville Colt & Horse Show 
programs from the early 1900s, 
art catalogs and copies of the 
Virginia Breeder, a Thorough¬ 
bred and livestock breeding 
periodical. 

Essex Fox Hounds book - 
Gretchen W. Johnson donated a 
copy of her book Bhe Essex Fox 
Hounds: A Look Through Time 
published in 2004. Hunt histo¬ 
ries comprise an important 
part of the NSL foxhunting col¬ 
lection in its mission to pre¬ 
serve the culture of turf and field sports.

Groves Purchases 
New Microfilm Reader 

Helen K. Groves, NSL Board member from 
Baird, Tx., who at the last Board meeting in April 
expressed her desire to keep the NSL in the techno¬ 
logical forefront, has purchased a new micro¬ 
film/microfiche reader.

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Bath County Hounds and Fassifern Farm: 
History, Hunting and the NSL 


Four years ago, George L. 
Ohrstrom Jr. placed his beloved 
Fassifern Farm into conservation 
easement '"for the enjoyment and 
appreciation of sportsmen and 
women in perpetuity" 

This fall. Chairman's Council 
members are again invited by Mrs. 
George L. Ohrstrom Jr., MFH, to en¬ 
joy the privilege of hunting with 
Bath County Hounds. It is a won¬ 
derful opportunity to experience the 
thrill of the chase behind legendary 
huntsman Melvin Poe in country 
unspoiled and steeped in history. 

Fassifern lies in a beautiful green 
valley nestled in the Allegheny 
Mountains along the Jackson River, 
near Warm Springs, Virginia. The 
farm itself and the town are rich in 
sporting tradition and American 
history dating from the Colonial era. 

In the same spirit that the 
National Sporting Library was 
founded to preserve the history and 
culture of sport in print, art and 
film, Ohrstrom acquired the farm as 
a preserve for active sport, miles 
from major metropolitan areas. 
Indeed the farm is a sanctuary for 
foxhunting, fishing, game hunting, 
hiking and just getting away from it 
all. Cell phones get no signal in the 
valley. And the baths at Warms 
Springs, enjoyed by Thomas 
Jefferson in 1818, are less than five 
minutes away. 

Fassifern Farm was originally the 
homestead of Col. Charles Cameron, 
a tract of 4,000 acres acquired from 
Jacob Warwick in 1790. Cameron 
named it Fassifern after his native 
Scotland's family estate and built a 
two-story house for his family. 

Above the house. Fort Dinwiddle 
was built some years prior to the 
Revolutionary War as a refuge for 
homesteaders from Indian attack. 
George Washington visited the fort 
in 1775 while on a tour of inspec¬ 
tion. Remains of the fort still can be 
found above Fassifern, though it is a 
steep climb. 

The farm remained in the 
Cameron family for three genera¬ 
tions until it was sold in 1877. Then, 
in 1901, it was purchased by the Tate 


Sterrett family; Mrs. Sterrett was the 
great-granddaughter of Col. 
Cameron. 

In Foxhunting with Melvin Poe 
(2002), Peter Winants writes, "Tate 
Sterrett kept a pack of foxhounds at 
Fassifern and organized the 
Fassifern Hunt Club. Carriages 
brought spectators and participants 
to Fassifern from The Homestead 
[resort hotel] for an annual horse 
show and race meet. The climax of 
the day was a point-to-point in 
which entrants dashed across the 
Jackson River." 

Fay Ingalls wrote The Valley Road: 
The Story of Virginia Hot Springs 
(1949), a history of the region and 
The Homestead which he owned. 
His wife Rachel founded the Bath 
County Hunt in 1932 which was 
recognized by the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association in 1934. She 
hunted a drag pack while Cecil 
Tuke and W. Burling Cocks hunted 
a pack on live fox. Cocks, a Hall of 
Fame steeplechase trainer, organ¬ 
ized a steeplechase meet sanctioned 
by the National Steeplechase and 
Hunt Association on a farm next to 
Fassifern. 

The Ingallses organized the Bath 
County National Horse Show, with 
Rachel as chair, which ran in August 
from 1928 until 1966. The show 


enjoyed popularity on the AHSA 
A-rated circuit with the amenities of 
The Homestead nearby. But the 
decline came with the increase of 
the number of shows east of the 
mountains that were much more 
accessible. 

The Bath County Hunt was dis¬ 
banded during World War II and 
foxhunting languished until George 
Ohrstrom, Melvin Poe and John 
Coles revived it in 1992. 

Meets begin in September 
through mid-November. Foxhunters 
and their horses arrive on 
Wednesday afternoons; the guests 
stay at the main farmhouse and 
comfortable stabling with turnout is 
available for the horses. The hunts¬ 
man and hounds go out Thursday 
and Friday mornings, and then 
everyone goes home after lunch 
Friday. 

Members of the Library who are 
not members of the Chairman's 
Council may also hunt with Bath 
County by joining the Bath County 
Hounds Sponsorship through the 
NSL. Please note: Chairman's 
Council members have priority. For 
more information or reservations 
for this fall, please contact John 
Coles at 540-687-6500, ext. 17.

White House Horses 

Exhibit Explores the Role of Horses in White House History

A new exhibit. White House Horses, organized by the 
White House Historical Association and the White 
House Curator's Office in cooperation with the 
National Park Service, looks at the many ways in which 
horses have been a part of the history of the White 
House. The exhibit, on display at the White House 
Visitors Center, 1450 Pennsylvania Avenue, NW, 
Washington, DC, through September 26, 2005, is open 
daily from 7:30 am to 4:00 pm, and is free to the public.

"Throughout history American presidents have ap¬ 
preciated the contributions of horses as workers and as 
participants in bringing about a better quality of life at 
the White House. Before automobiles, the presidents, 
their families, and staff depended on the horse for 
transportation, communication and enjoyment. 
Beginning with George Washington, many presidents 
have enjoyed the impressive beauty and skills of these 


uncomplaining public servants for work, sport and 
leisure," said Neil W. Horstman, president of the White 
House Historical Association. 

The nine-panel exhibit incorporates 72 historic and 
contemporary images covering topics from George 
Washington's sense of pride in his horses to Thomas 
Jefferson and Andrew Jackson's love of the Sport of 
Kings to Theodore Roosevelt's "rules governing the 
conduct of guests riding with the president," to modern 
day presidents and first ladies seeking relaxation and 
enjoyment with the aid of their equine friends. 

Panels include: Executive Stables; The Theodore 
Roosevelt Family; Presidents at the Races; Carriages of 
the Presidents; Presidents on Horseback; Working 
Horses at the White House; The Ceremonial Role of 
Horses and Equestrian Sports and Leisure Pursuits. 

The White House Historical Association, established 
in 1961, is a non-profit organization whose goal is to en¬ 
hance public understanding, appreciation, and enjoy¬ 
ment of the Executive Mansion.

V olunteers who donate their time 
to the National Sporting Library 
make an important contribution to 
the day-to-day running of this organ¬ 
ization. In lieu of naming a volunteer 
of the year.

Volunteering since the new build¬ 
ing opened in 1999, George Hottel 
has reorganized and presently is 
adding new material to the vertical 
file which consists of booklets, news 
and magazine clippings, and pictures 
of subject matter related to our collec¬ 
tion.

By telephone, since pro¬ 
cessing the papers, he has been able 
to answer research questions about 
Smith and his legendary foxhunting 
exploits. 

Dr. Edward Petersen has accepted 
a long-term project of writing an in¬ 
dex for the early back issues of The 
Chronicle of the Horse. Also, when 
boxes of donated books arrive at the 
Library, Dr. Petersen unpacks and in¬ 
ventories the donated books for our 
records and the donor's records. 

Pam Stokes Donehower wrote an 
article for the last newsletter and is 
helping the staff organize the 
Woolums collection on the newly in¬ 
stalled shelves. She is putting book¬ 
plates in the books and helping to 
identify duplicates in the NSL collec¬ 
tion.

Temple Grandin and Catherine 
Johnson* Animals in Translation: 
Using the Mysteries of Autism to 
Decode Animal Behavior, 2005. 356 
pp. $25.00. Scribner, 1230 Avenue of 
the Americas, New York, NY 10020. 


I approached 
this book with 
slight trepidation. 

Another person 
who thinks they 
have unlocked 
the secrets of ani¬ 
mal behavior in 
just 300 pages? 

Well, if there is 
anything Temple 
Grandin didn't cover in this-easy-to 
read, humorous and yet scholarly 
tome, I guess she will address it in 
her next book. 

This one was so good we can only 
hope there will be a next one. 

First of all. Temple Grandin is not 
just "another person." Grandin has a 
Ph.D. in animal science from the 
University of Illinois, is an associate 
professor at Colorado State Univer¬ 
sity, has published over 300 scientific 
papers, gives 35 lectures a year on 
animal management and 25 or so on 
autism. Half the cattle in the United 
States and Canada are handled in 
humane slaughter systems she has 
designed. 

And she is autistic. Grandin de¬ 
scribes autism as a "kind of way sta¬ 
tion on the road from animals to 
humans." 

Catherine Johnson has written ex¬ 
tensively on neuropsychiatry and 
has served as a trustee of the 
National Alliance for Autism 
Research. She is the mother of three 
boys, two of whom are autistic. 

Growing up. Temple Grandin's 
autism got her into big trouble at 
school. Taunted by classmates who 
called her names like "retard" and 
"tape recorder," Grandin would re¬ 
spond by, as she said, "smacking 
'em... Teasing hurts. They always 
started it; they liked to see me react." 

Shipped off to a school for chil¬ 
dren with "emotional problems," the 
stage was set for what would be¬ 
come Grandin's lifelong pursuit of 
ways to improve the plight of ani¬ 
mals in society. The school had a rid¬ 


ing program with nine horses, two of 
which were unrideable. Grandin 
says the funny thing about the 
school was that the horses had emo¬ 
tional problems, too. 

"In order to save money, the head¬ 
master was buying cheap horses. 
They were marked down because 
they had gigantic behavior prob¬ 
lems," she writes. 

Grandin fell in love with the 
abused animals and spent all of her 
spare time in the barn. She says she 
wasn't any horse-whispering autistic 
savant either; she just loved the 
horses. 

Grandin believes her autism gives 
her a leg up on the understanding of 
animal behavior because she thinks 
animals are like autistic people in the 
way their brain filters out informa¬ 
tion. Normal people miss out on the 
details, part of the reality of animals 
and autistic people. 

This attention to detail that es¬ 
capes most "normal people" helped 
her to revolutionize the meat pack¬ 
ing industry. She sees what is there 
and then some. Grandin was able to 
see what the cattle and hogs were 
spooking at in the plants, the things 
that stopped them from moving 
along, jamming up the process, like a 
chain from the hook hanging down 
or a yellow raincoat draped over a 
chute wall. 

Grandin's matter-of-fact approach 
and ability to literally put herself in 
the animals shoes is stirring and ulti¬ 
mately believable. Her anecdotal 
style draws you in and while you 
might laugh out loud at Alex the par¬ 
rot who gets exasperated with his 
scientist-trainer and finally spells out 
what he wants, the next moment you 
are nodding your head in agreement 
at her uncanny explanations. 

You can't argue with results. 
Grandin brings us into her world, 
and thus the world of animals with 
wit and the science to back it up. She 
has approached her study of animal 
behavior and its incumbent myster¬ 
ies to "normal humans" with the fo¬ 
cus of a laser. 

Grandin has formed a solid 
bridge of understanding in Animals 
and Translation between the animal 
kingdom and their human counter¬ 
parts. It is her work in the meat pack¬

ing industry which stands as one of 
the more compelling and ironic as¬ 
pects of her work. "Cows are the an¬ 
imals I love best." she wrote. 

Yet Grandin was able to observe 
the entire slaughter process over and 
over in order to write the animal 
welfare audit for the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture used by 
the meat packing industry. In her 
words we owe them a decent life and 
a decent death. 

Grandin says "I hope this book 
will help regular people be a little 
less verbal and a little more visual. I 
hope what I have learned will help 
people start over again with animals 
(and maybe autistic people, too) and 
begin to think about them in a differ¬ 
ent way. I hope what I've learned 
will help people see/'

Penny Denegre, 
MFH Middleburg Hunt (Va.), and 
Sheila Brown, MFH Green Spring 
Valley Hounds (Md.), will organize 
a hunter trial to "honor the 
Centennial Hunter." F. Turner 
Reuter Jr., ex-MFH and NSL board 
member, has taken the chairmanship 
of the Arts Committee to invite 50 
artists to record hunting across 
America. Best-selling author Rita 
Mae Brown, MFH Oak Ridge Fox 
Hunt (Va.), will produce an anthol¬ 
ogy of foxhunting stories. The cele¬ 
bration will begin January 2007 in 
New York at the annual meeting.

Showboat. Groves writes. After listen¬ 
ing patiently. Daddy said that some¬ 
time in the future there would be an 
accurate history written which she 
and others could reference. 
Furthermore, he added, he did not 
want an inaccurate book written. Ms. 
Ferber insisted that she would write 
the book anyway and became rude." 
Kleberg soon escorted Ferber from 
the house. A few years later, despite 
his wishes. Giant was published and 
became a major motion picture. 

Kleberg would be proud of the 
book his daughter has produced. 
The rich visual history in photo¬ 
graphs is a tribute to a beloved Texas 
way of life. More than half of the pic¬ 
tures were taken by her mother, 
Helen Campbell Groves. We see it 
all: the family portraits, roping in ac¬ 


tion, fun and loving shots of Bob and 
Helen C., the ranch hands at work, 
the children of all groups, and their 
glorious 1946 Triple Crown winner 
Assault. 

Groves describes ranch life with 
all its up and downs, the close-knit 
relationship of her family, her fa¬ 
ther's role in starting the American 
Quarter Horse registry and develop¬ 
ing the Santa Gertrudis breed of cat¬ 
tle. She weaves the tapestry of 
ranching with all the people who 
work on it. 

The story begins with her grand¬ 
parents and how the King Ranch was 
founded. She continues with the 
courtship and marriage of Bob and 
Helen C. in the kind of detail told 
only by someone who grew up lis¬ 
tening to their story in their own 


words could produce. It is clear that 
Groves greatly respected and ad¬ 
mired her parents, family and life on 
the great ranch. 

She gives us the details of Bob's 
success in developing the Saint 
Gertrudis cattle, a breed developed 
to tolerate the arid conditions of 
Texas. She shares the glory she and 
her parents experienced leading 
Assult into the winner's circle. 
Readers also learn of the days of 
hardship, "drought and dust, boom 
and bust." 

Overall it is an outstanding and 
intimate view of the Kleberg family, 
most graciously conveyed in words 
and pictures.

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Book Review 


Wink: The Incredible Life and 
Epic Journey of Jimmy Winkfield. 
Ed Hotaling. McGraw-Hill^ 2 Penn 
Plaza, New York, NT 10121, 2005. 
Notes, bibliography, index, 
acknowledgements. $22.95. 

Based on past performances, Ed 
Hotaling's new book. Wink, the 
biography of one of America's 
foremost black jockeys, figured to 
be a winner because the author's 
other books. They're Off! Horse 
Racing at Saratoga and The Great 
Black Jockeys, were great reads. 
Make way for another. 

Winkfield's incredible life 
commenced in 1880, in a tiny 
village then known as Chilesburg, 
eight miles east of Lexington, 
Kentucky. Upon the death of his 
parents, Jimmy, one of 17 siblings, 
moved to Lexington to live with a 
sister whose home was near the 
historic Kentucky Association 
racetrack. Jimmy picked up a few 
bucks at age seven as a shoeshine 
boy, and later drove a carriage to 
take "rich white folks" around the 
Bluegrass countryside. At 17, 
Winkfield got a job at the racetrack 
for $8.00 a month plus board. In 
time, he started galloping horses in 
morning exercise. He was jockey- 
size - five feet tall, 105 pounds - so 
it was inevitable that he should ride 
races. In short order, Winkfield rose 
to the top; in 1901 and 1902, he rode 
back-to-back winners of the 
Kentucky Derby. 

Hotaling gave a great description 
of Derby Day at Churchill Downs in 
Winkfield's time: "... the boy from 
Chilesburg rode into a moment of 
pure pageantry, the most elegant 
show in sports, if not in all America. 
Along the rail on the far side, the 
people Jimmy worked with - 
exercise boys, grooms, hot walkers, 
eighty percent of them black - 
could barely see the pageant, but 
once they heard the bugle [calling 
horses to the post], they could feel 
it. Even the crowds in the housetops 
felt the moment, and the bugle 
hushed the crowd watching from 
their carriages on the south side of 
the grandstand. It all but silenced 
the grandstand audience, eighty 
percent of them white." 



Subsequently, Winkfield's career 
in racing was pretty much silenced 
by racism and the closing of many 
American tracks due to an anti¬ 
gambling movement. This 

prompted Winkfield to embark on 
his epic journey; he gathered his 
tack and moved to Europe. 
Hotaling described what 

transpired: "He was the star of 
Russia one moment, Austria the 
next, then Hungary and Germany. 
He won [in 1911] the Russian Oaks 
at Moscow for the fourth time, the 
Austrian Oaks at Vienna and the 
Hungarian St. Leger at Budapest, 
which was in the golden era of 
racing, luring the world's best 
riders." 

Hotaling described a running of 
the German Derby: "As the 
grandstand crowd peered through 
their binoculars toward the final 
bend, they could see the flash of 
straw yellow [Winkfield's racing 


colors that day] advancing steadily, 
then taking over after leading the 
pack at the top of the stretch. They 
started screaming 'der Negro 
gewinnt' (the Negro is winning.)" 

Wink gives insight into far more 
than mere horse racing; it could be 
required reading for European 
History 101 for the first six decades 
of the 20th century. Hotaling 
described the Russo-Japanese War, 
in which 90,000 Japanese and 60,000 
Russians were killed in a single 
battle in 1905, the heydays of 
Czarist Russia and the upheaval of 
the Bolshevik Revolution, when 
Winkfield and others were forced 
by the Bolshevik army into a 1,100- 
mile overland trek from Odessa to 
Poland while herding some 200 
Thoroughbreds. Hotaling then 
traced the Nazi movement, which 
prompted Winkfield to move to 
France, where he concluded his 
riding career to become a successful 
trainer. During World War II, 
Winkfield went home to America 
for several years before returning to 
France, where his son George 
became a leading trainer. 

Jimmy Winkfield died in 1974 in 
Paris at age 94. In 2004, he was 
admitted to the Hall of Fame of 
Racing at the National Museum of 
Racing, Saratoga Springs, New 
York. This is the sport's highest 
honor. 

Laura Hillenbrand, the author of 
Seabiscuit, describes Wink as "one of 
the most extraordinary stories in 
sports history." I concur.
